The Rabies Danger. 

The regrettable death of a tren 
employee ‘from -rabies, 9 few 
weeks ayo, and’ the consequent 
curfew order with regard to dogs 
has aroused a’ deal of criticism. 
With regard to tho unfortunate 
victim of rabies, it fs asserted 
with some asperity in certain 
quarters that the Government as 
goon as it. was aware that thé 
patient was suffering from rabies, 
should -have issued a | general 
muzziing order. The retort of 
“locking the stable door after the 
horse has been stolen” suggests 
itself. The matter of rabies, 
however, is far too serious for 
ridicule. .Unless the Pasteur 
treatment is taken in time, we 
believe the bite of a rabid dog 
invariably proves fatal. If any 
of our readers has had the. mis- 
fortune to witness a patient in the 
last stages of this terrible disease, 
he will encourage the authorities 
in every step they take to prevent 
an outbreak of rabies. To our 
mind the authorities ‘have not 
gone as far ‘as they might have j 
done.
